No citizen can escape the payment of .taxes, whether 
he pays directly to the tax collector or not, according to 
Senator Guy D. Goff, of West Virginia, in an interest- 
mg article in the current number of the ‘National Republic 
on the subject “Taxes, Revenue and Prosperity.” 

‘Let us face the matter squarely,” says Senator Goff. 
“Everybody pays taxes.. Every sale carries the burden of 
the tax on to the consumer. Every dollar added to our 
taxes is a dollar added to the cost ‘of living. Every 
dollar subtracted from our taxes means a-lower cost of 
living. Reasonable taxation’ means reasonable govern-
